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DEMOCRACY AT WORK 
Axis propagnndlsta will try to make 
appear that the rcsulLi of our election epoll 
American disunity. That was the line taken 
by Vichy, even before the votes were cnsi 
and that is the Interpretation with which 
Hcrr GoQbbeLs must seek to hearten the Ge: 
man people and dishearten those of the oc 
cupled countries. 

But Hitler and Mussolini and Togo arc not 
deceived. They themselves know that the 

, American people have merely rebuked their 
public servants lor not being tough enough. 

An ott-yeur congressional election cannot 
be Interpreted by adding up all the dctaila- 

. the defeat of Congressman X, the re-election 
of Senator Y, the narrow escape of aovernor' 
Z. These things are Influenced too much by 
local and personal considerations. 
The measure of what happened this year 

. Is the surge of discontent at a time when 

' by all economic standards there should' be 
only contentment. Wo hftvo been hit hard 
by the draft, by taxes, by priorities and 
shortages. All of these and other Inconvcnl 
cnces promise to become more onerous. But 
wo did not punish congr'cssmEn lor Uils, or 
elect replacements In hope df lightening the 
load. 

Rather, what we did was. express our dis- 
gust with too-llttle. too-lflte policies .which, 
In" fact, have spared us material dlacomforta 
but have slowed us down In the prime task 
01 beating Hitler. 

The Important thing — the thing which 
Hitler and Mussolini and Hlrohlto cannot, 
explain away — Is thot ln the midst of total 
war we have, held a completely free election, 

Being united wholly In the will to win this 
war, we yet had the freedom to differ about 
how It can best be won. 

Being' resolved to support our President 
to the limit ogalnst the outside world, we 
yet reserved the right to differ with him 
about Internal policies, and to Increase In 
Washington the number of legislators pledg- 
ed to oppose many of Mr. Roosevelt's domea- 
tlc policies. 

Having given to the President an accumu- 
lation of powers such as no other American 
ever enjoyed, wC decided to have In congress 
toore men wltli a mind to keep the President 
under constant surveillance In his exercise 
of (hose powers. 

A SIGNIFICANT EXAMPLE 
One of the sub-chairmen In the county- 
wide drive (or scrap metal on Armistice day 
found A real Inspiration in the results of 
that one-day campaign. 
: . "It does your heart good to see so many 
■businessmen volunteering their trucks and 
'so many individuals offering their services 
is volunteer workers," he sold. ''It shows, in 
, spite of all the criticism we hear nowadays, 
■ ,that there's still a lot ol loyalty nnil patriot- 
ism left In the American people," 
. We agree, absolutely, with what this sub- 
chairman observed. Not only did the busl 
ncssmcn and volunteer workers Join In the 
campaign whole-heartedly. Tlie farmers, 
townspeople and boys and girls generally en- 
tered Into the spirit of the occasion, with 
the result that the round-up of old iron and 
steel was an outstanding success. 

But wo ace even a greater significance In 
the special effort put forth on Armistice 
* day. In the main, the campaign was well or- 
ganized In advance. Practically everyone 
was familiar and In accord with ILs purpose. 
No_onc_was_w_orklng^ at. odds -With anyono- 
else. Confusion was kept at a minimum. The 
people of Twin Falls county realized they had 
a job to do and they did It. 

Summed up briefly, efficient and respons- 
ible leadership played an Important part 
111 the success of the undertaking— leader- 
ship that had only one purpose, without ul- 
terior motives of any kind. 

On a small scale, this serves as a signif- 
icant example. If leadership tiiroughout the 
United States were as conscientious, effic- 
ient and consistent as that demonstrated -In 
our Armistice day scrap campaign, there 
would be less criticism, and more coopera- 
tion on the part of everyone.
